MANY HURRY FROM. HALL. 


Those Who Remain Applaud and In- 
sist on Hearing Both Sides.

At the club's invitation 
Mr. Farwell made the principal address dt 
the meeting, presenting the work of his or- 
ganization and urging the e co- 
operation. 

After he had finished his address Miss 
Evans was introduced as a former prison 
reform worker in New Orleans and one who 
“would present the other side.” 


Trouble Begins Immediately. 


Miss 
Evans’ name had not been included in the 
printed announcements. The speaker ad- 
justed her black rimmed eye glasses and 
began:

Wants Iowa Law Copied. 


Corporation Counsel Brundage is prepared 
to tell the mayor and hie advisers of the limi- 
tations of action by the municipal! authorities 
in default of a strong state law against an- 
archy. He will urge that the legislature 
when it reconvenes in May be asked to enact 
a law similar to the Iowa statute, which was 
passed after the assassination of President 
McKinley. The Iowa law reads: 

“ Whoever shall within this state advise, 
counsel, encourage, advocate, or incite the 
unlawful killing within or without the state 
of any human being, where no such killing 
takes place, shall be punished by imprison- 
ment in the state penitentiary for not more 
than twenty years.“ 

With such a law in force in Illinois Mr. 


utterances in the recent anarchist meetings 
could be arrested and prosecuted. As it is 
at present the police have no authority to in- 
terfere in these meetings. 

Mr. Brundage said he was in favor of pro- 
hibiting the street meetings of social mal- 
contents. Under the city ordinance a meet- 
ing in the street cannot be held without a 
police permit, but the authorities have been 
lax in enforcing the law. 


Deportation Simple and Summary. 

District Attorney Sims had a long talk with 
the mayor and later conferred with Schuet- 
tler. He informed both officials ot the broad 
scope of the federal statutes authorizing the 
deportation of undesirable foreign immi- 
grants. He left with the mayor a memoran- 
dum of the law. 

The procedure under the law is simple. The 
secretary of commerce and labor, whenever 
satisfied of the violation of the law, “ shall 
cause the offender to be taken into custody 
and deported to the country from which he

KING TO GIVE Ur ESTATE. 


Treasury to Pay Ruler $600,000 An- 
nually for Six Years, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
BRUSSELS, March 3.—The government 
has reached a complete agreement with King 
Leopold as to the Congo Independent state 
on the basis of the convention of 1800. In 
addition to the treaty of annexation, Premier 
Scholleert has obtained important conces- 
sions from the king. 

The treasury has agreed to pay King Leo- 
pdid $600,000 annually for fifteen years, to be 
expended exclusively for hospitals and other 
institutions in the Congo. The king is to 
gurrender to Belgium his estate at Cape 
Fenat, France, including the villa of Polo- 
nais, but will retain the use of them during 


his ‘lifetime, ; 
4 fund of $12,000,000 is to be created to 


carry out the plan for public works, Including 


colonlal museum schools, completion of the 
works at Lasken, and improvements at Os- 
tend. One of the greatest concessions wrung 
from the king is the transfer of the control 
ot the Congo budget to parliament, which 
also appoints a majority of the colonial 
counsil.

Slayer of German Officer Under 
Influence of Latter’s Wife.

DEATH PLOT OFTEN MADE. 


Prisoner Commits Suicide and Com- 
panion Is Placed in an Asylum. 


[BY CABLE 70 THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
BERLIN, March 3.--Baron von Schrenck- 
Notsing. the alienist, deciares Capt. von 
Goeben, @ committed suicide yesterday 
while cwaltng court martial for the murder 
of Maj. von nbeck, was not Insane, but 
under some hypnotic influence. Capt. Goe- 
ben had declared Mra. von Sch had 
bewitched him. 
an asylum. 

In order to determine the condition of the 
captain’s sanity the alienist spent four days 
with him in prison. He says Von Goeben 
was mentally sound, but in a condition of 
complete infatuation with Mrs. von Schoen- 
beck. 

Continuing his report, the alienist says 
Von Goeben was so sensitive to hypnotic sug- 
gestion that he acted through suggestion, 
his normal mental powers being partially

Confession of the Murderer. 


In the course of his confession, which was 
sworn to, Von Goeben said: 

My country, my mother, my friends, all, 
I would have cheerfully betrayed could I 
have but exchanged them for this witch 
who made me swear,/beneath the twinkling 
branches of hér children’s Christmas tree, 
that I would kill their father that night.” 

Although he knew from her own lips that 
she had led a reckless life, Von Goeben said: 

“I regarded her as something pure and 
sacred.
